This  manual  is  a  collection  of  selected  playground  and  play  equipment 
drawings  prepared  by  a  number  of  government  agencies.  Fifth  in  our 
series  on  play  space,  it  is  intended  as  a  reference  catalogue  of 
playground  and  equipment  suggestions  to  help  you  generate  other 
creative  ideas  for  the  design  of  your  play  space. 

The  drawings  in  this  manual  illustrate  some  of  the  design 
possibilities  available.  It  is  not  intended  that  any  drawings  or 
ideas  in  this  manual  be  copied  without  considering  your  specific 
play  space  requirements.  The  materials,  equipment  and  techniques 
illustrated  may  be  applicable  or  limited  to  certain  site  conditions 
and  user  groups  and,  therefore,  are  not  necessarily  practical, 
suitable  or  safe  elsewhere.  To  be  functional,  design  concept  must 
be  custom-fitted  to  your  needs,  resources  and  site  conditions. 

We  assume  that  you  are  familiar  with  the  principles  of  play  space 
planning,  construction  and  maintenance,  as  well  as  safety  issues. 
These  topics  will  not  be  covered  here.  If  you  have  not  read  the  other 
play  space  manuals  in  the  series,  please  refer  to  the  back  cover 
for  titles  and  sources.  A  list  of  play  equipment  manufacturers  and 
distributors  is  included  at  the  end  of  the  manual. 

Since  this  manual  is  not  all-inclusive,  you  are  encouraged  to  look 
beyond  these  pages  for  other  design  ideas.  New  materials,  equipment, 
standards  and  ideas  continue  to  appear  on  the  market.  Much  can  be 
learned  from  observation,  manufacturers'  literature,  suppliers, 
experienced  playground  designers  and  contractors,  recognized 
authorities  on  children's  environments  and  publications  in  this  area.

1.  Lift  pump  available  from  hardware  or  machine  stores. 

2.  Set  lift  pump  on  reinforced  concrete  platform,  textured  to  provide 
nonslip  surface. 

3.  If  no  existing  well  available,  hook  up  pump  to  municipal  water 
supply:     install  a  limited  flow  valve  in  pump  head  to  act  as  "tap", 
Valve  (available  from  hardware  or  plumbing  supply  house)  should 
permit  flow  of  water  only  with  full  motion  of  pump  handle. 

A.     Grill  to  catch  basin  to  be  removable.

A.  Round  all  exposed  edges, 

B.  6"x8"  (140x190  mm)  or  8"x8"  (190x190  mm) 
wood  timber.    Treat  with  preservative  and  bolt 
or  dowel  together.    Retaining  wall  to  be  12" 
(300  mm)  minimum  above  level  of  sand. 

C.  Sand  1'0"  to  1'6"  (300-450  mm)  deep. 

D.  Concrete  slabs  under  sand  spaced  to 
permit  water  drainage. 

For  sandy  or  gravelly  soil: 

E.  4"  (100  mm)  of  3/4"  (20  mm)  crushed  stone. 

F.  12"  (300  mm)  of  li"  (40  mm)  granular 
material. 

For  clay  soil: 

G.  Drain  tile  to  drainage  outlet  (e.g., 
storm  sewer) . 

Then  make  retaining  wall  of  wood  or  concrete 

with  same  drainage  detail.    Use  smooth  stones  along  top  edge  to  give  natural  look. 


Note:     Sand  pit  can  be  a  free  form.

1.  The  final  dimensions  of  these  blocks  are  crucial  to  their  success.  Therefore 
it  is  important  to  pay  careful  attention  to  the  dressed  dimensions  of  the  wood 
(wood  of  a  nominal  l"x8"  (20x190  mm)  and  l"x4"  (20x90  mm)  should  be  used). 

2.  Use  2"  (50  mm)  finishing  nails  for  construction  of  the  blocks. 

3.  Paint  or  finish  all  blocks  in  the  same  color  for  modular  effect. 

4.  10  blocks  of  each  size  make  a  good  set  for  a  group  of  25  children.

1.  Playhouse  dimensions:     5f0"  (1500  mm)  wide  x  7'0"  (2100  mm)  long  x  5'0" 
(1500  mm)  high. 

2o  Railing  2'0"  (600  mm)  high  with  supports  at  6"  (150  mm)  centers. 

3.  Stainless  steel  slide  2f0"  (600  mm)  wide  x  10' 0"  (3  m)  long.  Lip  of  slide 
to  be  4"  (100  mm)  off  grade. 

4.  '  Stairs  2T0"  (600  mm)  wide;  rise  to  be  5"  (125  mm),  tread  8"  (200  mm). 

5.  3/4"  (19  mm)  fir  ply  treated  sides. 

6.  3/4"  (19  mm)  fir  ply  floor  inside. 

7.  Playhouse  dimensions:  5'0"  (1500  mm)  wide  x  7'0"  (2100  mm)  long  x  5'0" 
(1500  mm)  high.
